London’s M asses Turn Out to Glorify 
Her J ubilee and Show Their 
Dev otion.

L o n do n , J une 22.— Tuesday was th e ap^ 
pointed day for celebrating the fiftieth anni­ 
v ersary of Victoria* accession to the throne. 
The 
queen’s proclamation 
ordering 
her 
majesty’s loyiu iwbijecU to keep the day a 
general holiday was 
univ ersally 
obeyed 
throughout Great Britaitk and the north df 
Ireland. Enormous crowd* began to assem­ 
ble from an early hoar along the route to ba 
tfhww by the royal procession from Bucking­ 
ham palace, and as early as 10 o’clock the 
read way between the palace and Westrai n- 
stermbbey m i lined from beginning to end 
with an enormous mam of/eictted citi sens. 
Nothing like (t has been witnmeed ih this city 
Within liv ing memory. Thè nearest approach 
to the scene was the memorable occasion 
some fifteen yean ago when the princo of 
Wales proceeded in state to BC Paul’s cathe­ 
dral to return thanks to God for his recov ery 
from a serious illness. 
The line of route was kept by cav alry, in­ 
fantry, and regiments of metropolitan v olun­ 
teers, prominent among them being the fam­ 
ous London Irish and the picturesque London 
Scottish, cimi in gray Highland uniforma A 
guard of honor 'of 100 not 'guards and 100 
blue jackets was stationed at the palace, with 
a similar guard at the west entrance of the 
abbey, in front of the cov ered way. At many 
points enterprising speculators had secured 
temporary lease of v aoaht plats of ground, 
whereon stands had been erected and seats 
let at ,prices ranging from a to 5 guineas. 
These wqré fti most cases crowded with the 
fashionable folk» who, after weeks of in­ 
trigue and heartburnings, had been unable 
to obtain tickets admitting them to the ab­ 
bey. ' Ev cTy window commanding a v iew was 
also crowded with people. There again sp ec­ 
ulation had been busy for weeks, but the 
shrewd ones mu st hav e made a g ood thing 
out of the people’s loyalty and lov e of sig ht­ 
seeing.

from far off India. This sp lendid array p ro­ 
ceeded at a walking p ace, went along Consti­ 
tu tion hill, Picadilly , Pall Mall East, Cock- 
sp u r, Northu mberland av enu e, the Thames 
embankment and Bridg e street to the abbey , 
altog ether abou t two miles. 
Sidewalks, win­ 
dows, and hou setop s were black with p eop le. 
The cheering was one continu ou s roar. 
IN THE HISTORIC ABBEY. 
In the abbey were p acked 10,000 of the v ery 
cream of society of Eng land, tog ether with 
men and women of ex alted station of all the 
civ ilized world. 
When Salisbu ry came in he 
wits g reeted with arou nd of cheers, and Glad­ 
stone was similarly welcomed. 
The relig iou s 
serv ices wore eondu cte I by the archbishop of 
Canterbu ry and the titan of Westminster 
alone. 
Nearly ev ery dig nitary of the estab­ 
lished chu rch, howev er, was p resent, besides 
a g r o a t nu mber 0 f disting u ished clerg y men 
belong ing to other denominations. 
The qu eens adv ent was so arrang ed that 
she entered the abbey p recisely at noon. 
Dr. 
Bridg e, org anist of the abbey , who had for 
the occasion a sp ecially trained choir of 25 0 
v oices, selected from the g reat choirs of Lon­ 
don, a nu mber of eminent soloists, besides a 
larg o accomp animent of brass instru ments 
and dru ms* g radu ally drew the immense con 


g reg ation Into silence and their res|sw*ti v c 
p laces, to be p rep ared for the qu een’s coming , 
by rendering a nu mber of selections in a 
manner that made ev ery p erson within hear­ 
ing of the g reat org an eag er to catch Its soft­ 
est note. 
When the qu een reached the abbey 
and the roy al p recession was forming hi the . 
marqu ee ou tside the west door the state 
tru mp eters, in g old and fdnison u niforms, 
ex ecu ted fanfares from the org an loft, nearly 
In the center of the edifice, 
\V hen the clerg V 
nt the bead of the roy al p rocession mov ed 
into the chu rch the national anthem was ren­ 
dered by the org an. The mu sic was thrilling , 
and tire au dience rose as a u nit and lent their 
10,00u v oices to accomp any the choir. The 
effect was g rand, so p rofou nd that many p er- 
flPHf were mov e to tears. 
It was at tins moment that the queen ap: 
pearod withia the doors. Then the singing 
of the anthem oeaaed and the processional 
march from Handel’s “ Occasional Oratorio” 
was giv en by the organ during the progress 
of the queen and the royal family to tho dais. 
When they were seated the archbishop of 
Canterbury and dean of Westminster, who 
had taken their places within the sacrarium, 
Iregan the serv ice by asking of God a blessing 
upon the queen. The “ Te Deum Landamus” 
was then sung by the choir to the music com­ 
posed by the prince consort, the queen hav ­ 
ing requested this. The Lord’s prayer was 
•aid; the responses (adapted to the occasion! 
were intoned. ’ 
Then three special prayers were offered. 
Following the prayer» the “ Exaudiat te Domi­ 
ni» " wae sung with organ and brass band ac­ 
companiment The dean of Westminster ad­ 
v anced to the altarerails and read the lesson 
for the day, t Peter 1L, 6*18. 
Dr. Bridge's special anthem, selected by the 
queen last year as her jubilee anthem, was 
next 
rendered, 
followed by the choral 
“ Gotha," composed by the prince conaork In 
the rests the national anthem was introduced. 
Two more special prayers for the defense of 
the faith, the spiritual welfare of the king­ 
dom, and for peace and lov e followed, and 
were supplemented by the Benediction, which 
was pronounced by the archbishop 
When the benediction had been said the 
queen’s'sons knelt before her and kissed her 
hand. They aroee mid her majesty kissed 
each upon his cheek. The princesses next ad­ 
v anced to the queen and kissed her hand, and 
she kissed them all, fav oring some twice, 
making unusual 
demonstration ov er the 
princess of Wales and Princess Beatrice. 
Other relativ es of the queen then saluted her, 
end she shook hands with some and kissed 
others, the Crown Prince Frederick William 
of Germany twice, v ery heartily each time. 
At all this the congregation applauded warm­ 
ly. All the princesses upon the dais wore 
light dresses. 
After the royal salutations had been made 
the queen descended the dais and mov ed out 
of the abbey, preceded by the royal family, 
tho congregation standing and cheering with 
ferv or all tho while, Mendelssohn’s march 
from “ Athalie” being rendered by the or­ 
gan and baud until her majesty had de­ 
parted. 
The cong reg ation at once dissolv ed, selec­ 
tions of sacred mu sic being p lay ed u ntil all 
had left the abbey . 
Among the Americans occu p y ing « seat in 
the abbey du ring the ceremonies were Mr. 
Lawton, United State? minister to Au stria; 
Hon. James G. Blaine and James Ru ssell 
well; Senator fiicPherson. of New Jersey ; 
Senator Hale, of Maine; Hon. Perry Bel­ 
mont, of New York; Josep h Pu litzer, p ro­ 
p rietor of Tho New York World, and Profes­ 
sor Parkas, of Dartmou th colleg e. 
Consp icu ­ 
ou sly p rominent among the disting u ished 
throng which filial the abbey was Mr. Glad­ 
stone, who ap jHjared in a fu ll cou rt dress, ac 
comp anied by Mrs. Glad|tone, while the Hon. 
James G. Blaine and Mr. James Ru ssell Low­ 
ell attracted the attention of all within whose 
v iew they were. 
In tho g allery immediately 
ov erlooking the dais were seated Qu een Kap - 
iolani 
and 
Princess 
Li lion Kalani, the 
former resp lendent in her feather-cov ered 
costu me. 
The g randeu r of the dresses worn by the 
p rincesses su rrou nding the qu een within the 
area of the dais, in their rich mag nificence 
of g old and silv er trimming s and lace embroid­ 
eries is almost bey ond descrip tion. 
RETURN TO BUCKINGHAM PALACE. 
The route of the procession back to Buck­ 
ingham palace was just as thronged as the 
route to the abbey, and the same scenes of 
enthusiastic dev otion to the queen were en­ 
acted. One continuous roar of British cheers 
rent the air and marked the passage of the 
cortege, being repeated again and again after 
her majesty bad passed, as prominent and 
popular members of the royal family, or 
other distinguished Englishmen or foreign 
v isitors were recognized. 
The procession 
reached Buckingham palace again at about 3 
o’clock p. m. A few minutes later the queen 
arriv ed at the entrance, alighted from her 
carriage, and attended by her brilliant es­ 
cort entered the palace amid a roar of cheers 
fpom the people gathered as close to the pal­ 
ace as the guards would permit Her majes­ 
ty seemed to be in excellent spirits. 
The banquet, which took place at Bucking­ 
ham palace at night, was limited in attend­ 
ance to the queen’s own family, the v isiting 
royalties, and the diplomats representing for­ 
eign countries at the court of S t J ames. Min­ 
ister Phelps was presdht Mr. Phelps drov e 
to the abbey in the morning in his own landau, 
and bis black broadcloth coat contrasting 
strangely with the gorgeous uniforms of the 
personages on either side of him prov oked 
much comment 
“UNSER FRITZ” AND THE PRINCE OF WALES. 
The mast striking fig u re in the roy al 
p ag eant was p resented by the Crown Prince 
Frederick William of Pru ssia, whose tall 
form, clad in white u niform, with a g leaming 
cu irass cov ering his breast, attracted the at­ 
tention of ev ery sp ectator. Finer looking and 
more g org eou sly attired men su rrou nded him, 
bu t instead of ov ershawing the heir to the 
throne of Germany , their p resence only serv ed 
as a i>erfect foil to the su p erb bearing and 
commanding asp ect of that p ersonag e. The 
qu een herself was stru ck with his ap p earance, 
and frequ ently cast admiring g lances in his 
direction. 
No one who saw' “Unser Fritz” 
cou ld realize that he was an inv alid and now 
the object of g reatest solicitu de to the Ger­ 
man jK*op le. 
The iH>p u larity of the Prince of Wales was 
abu ndantly attested by the cheers and com­ 
p limentary ex clamations his ap p earance p ro­ 
v oked from the crowd, and he has g reater 
re’iaon to feel p rou d of his share of the p op u ­ 
lar ou tbu rst of enthu siasm than his roy al 
mother has to entertain feeling s of p leasu re 
and g ratitu de ov er hers. 
The Indian officers 
made a p ictu resqu e ap j>earance and were 
mu ch admired by the crowd. 
THE J EW'S CELEBRATE. 
The Jews celebrated tho ju bilee in the sy n­ 
ag og u e in Bt. James Place, Aldg ate, at nig ht. 


The « ditice was p rofu sely and l-eau tifu lly 
decorated and crowded to su ffocation with 
the most p rominent dev otees of th i Hebrew 
faith in Eng land. 
The choral serv ice was 
g rand and imp ressiv e, and the p ray ers re- 
inarkabla for their effu siv e inv ocation of di­ 
v ine blessing s u p on the qu een. 
LOYALTY’S BEACONS ON EVERY HILL. 
Up on nearly ev ery hill of imp irtance or 
note in Eng land and Scotland fires were 
lig hted and rockets sent np at nig ht, and re­ 
p orts are receiv ed of illu minations of this 
character p resenting the g randest effects. 
Beacon fires were bu rning along the coast 
from Cornwall to Caithness and the enthu s­ 
iasm was rep orted to be as great in the p ro­ 
v incial towns as it was in London. 
In London the illuminations were confined 
to the lighting of gas Jets, and nearly ev ery 
thoroughfare was in a blaze of light. 
The 
most brilliant displays of house illumination 
were made at the club houses in Pall Mall, 
S t J ames street, Piccadilly, Oxford street, 
Bond street and other celebrated streets in 
the west end. 
All of the foreign embassies 
and legations, Including that of the United 
States, were illuminated, and many of them 
displayed designs in the arrangement of gas 
Jets of exquisite teste and, beauty. Meet of 
the cabinet ministers had their residences 
lighted up, and many of the « til known soci­ 
eties joined the general illumination. In the 
city the principal buslnetirhOtlAes were light­ 
ed' from first floor to roof, and the entire front 
of the Bank of England was • ablaze. AU of 
the most important bankz and, insurance 
companies display*! fmiqne designs In gas 
jets, and the dispisy of fights at the Mansion 
bouiie was gorgeous. The Meets were liter­ 
ally packed with people, tttft although Lon­ 
don nev er before saw so many people nev er 
was better order preserv ed. 
At the CJrytinl 
Sydneyham, a spe­ 
cial celebration was Bald In the ev ening at 
which there was an exhibition of |>yratoch- 
nics conducted on an extraordinarily elabor­ 
ate scale. 
Dispatches reoriv ed here state that great 
demonstration of rejoidAg in hofior of the 
queen’s J ubilee were btittin all of the Euro­ 
pean oapitals Tuesday ev ening. 
AJf ACCIDENT Tp LORN*. 
While the procession was on its way to the 
abbey, and just as the escort of princes about 
the royal carriage was ascending Constitution 
hill, the horse on which the marquis of Lome 
rode became frightened and restiv e. The 
horse reared and the marquis was thrown to 
the ground. The queen stopped her carriage 
to inquire about him, and when she found 
that the marquis was unhurt proceeded. The 
marquis walked a - short distance, procured 
another horse, and rode by a shorter route to 
the abbey. 
BUT FEW CASUALTIES. 
Fifty p ersons were admitted to the Charing 
Cross hosp ital du ring tho day , the most of 
them, howev er, su ffering from the effects of 
fainting fits, du e to the heat. Only one death 
is rep orted, that of a man who was killed by 
being tramp led u nder a horse’s feet Perhap s 
twenty p ersons were conv ey ed to the West­ 
minster hosp ital, bu t only three of these were 
seriou sly inju red and none fatally . 
Another death from accident, that of a 
child, has been rep orted, making the total 
nu mber of fatalities du ring to-day bu t two. 
This is remarkable. 
Teleg rams from Sou th Au stralia, Canada, 
g nd other British p oap ssions, as well as from 
China and ekery cap ital in Eu rop e, g iv e ac­ 
cou nts of an enthu siastic observ ance of the 
day by the colonists and sojou rners. 


C ork D isting u ishes Its e lf A g ain. 
C o rk , Ju ne 22.—A 
mob attacked and 
smashed the windows of tho bu ilding occu ­ 
p ied by the Cork Constitu tion Tu esday nig ht, 
which stru ctu re was lig hted u p in honor of 
the qu een’s ju bilee. The newsp ap er is a Tory 
jou rnal, and in ex p ectation of an attack u p on 
the bu ilding the p olice had su rrou nded it as 
best they cou ld in strong force. The mob 
broke throu g h the p olice lines, howev er, and 
in doing so inju red sev eral p olicemen with 
stones and blu dg eons. The p olice in tu rn 
u sed their stav es with g ood effect and finally 
disp ersed the mob, bu t not u ntil the Consti­ 
tu tion office had su ffered considerable dam- 
ag e.

T he D ay In C hicag o. 
C h ic a o o , J une 23 — About 1,500 citizen» of 
British birth or origin assembled on the lake 
front Tuesday morning and forming in line 
with the American and British ensigns at 
their head and numerously scattered through 
the procession marched through the principal 
streets. The procession made a handsome 
appearance. The features were about 350 
small boys of British birth and the Highland­ 
ers in their nativ e costume» . 
After the pa­ 
rade trains were taken for Cheltenham Beach 
where about 10,000 English, Scotch, Irish and 
others were assembled to do honor to the v ir­ 
tues of the queen of England. The day was 
passed in dancing, games, feats of agility, 
etc., and ev erybqdy had a good time. 


New York , J une 22. —The celebration of 
the queen’s jubilee at the Metropolitan Opera 
house was hekl with great eclat The doors were 
thrown open at 9 o’clock, and from that hour 
until 11 a constant stream of people thronged 
into the building until it was literally packed. 
Among the early arriv als was Mr. Kennedy, 
ex-grand master of the Orange lodges of the 
Uuited States. The St. George’s, S t Dav id’s, 
Caledonia, and other societies were well rep­ 
resented. Among those in the boxes were 
Mr. Sackv ille-West, the British minister; 
Rev . Parker Morgan; J oseph J . O’Donohue, 
of the Irish parliamentary fund committee; 
Roderick Cameron, and others. The only 
decorations were English tod American flags 
intertwined ov er the stage. 
Abou t 11 o’clock Mr. Erastus Wiman, ac- 
componied by Mayor Hewitt and members of 
the committee* appeared on the stage. They 
were greeted with applause. The coronation 
anthem was then sung, after which the Rev . 
B. F. DeCosta offered prayer. Mr. Wiman 
then read an address, which was afterward 
cabled to Queen Victoria, congratulating her 
u p od her jubilee and praying for ev ery bless­ 
ing u p on 
her bead. After the recitation of a 
ju bilee ode, the singing of “ God Sav e the 
Qu een,” and a short prdyer by Mr. DeCosta, 
the larg e au dience disp ersed. 
The ju bilee ode was road by Honorable Ro 
land C. Winthrop , 
of Boston. Mr. James 
R. Cu mming , the well known lawy er, and 
p resident of the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, 
seconded the address 
cabled to the qu een, and 
in a brief sp eech said that althou g h he was 
throu g h and throu g h a home ru ler it was a 
sp ecial g ratification to him “to do honor to 
tho roy al woman, who as dau g hter, wife, 
mother and widow has most nobly illu strated 
the p u rity and faithfu lness so dear to the 
Irish heart.”

Cleveland's Letter to the Queen.

ing is the text of President Cleveland’s letter 
of congratulation 
to Queen Victoria, written 
and mailed on May 2v, and presented 
to the 
queen by United States Minister Phelps: 
Grover Cleveland, 
President of the United 
States of America, to Her Majesty Victoria, 
Queen of Great Britain ^nd Ireland and Em­ 
press of India. 
Great and Good Friend: 
In the name and on 
behalf of the people of the United States, I pre­ 
sent their sincere felicitations upon the arrival of 
the fiftieth anniversary of your majesty's acces­ 
sion to the crown of Great Britain. I but utter the 
general voice of my fellow-countrymen in wish­ 
ing for your peo ple a prolongation of a reign so 
marked with advance in popular well-being- 
physical, moral and intellectual. 
It Is justice and 
not adulation to acknowledge the debt of grati­ 
tude and respect due to your personal virtu« » for 
their important influence in producing and caus­ 
ing the prosperous and well-ordered condition of 
affairs now generally prevailing throughout your 
dominions. 
May your life be prolonged, and peace, honor 
and prosperity bless the people over whom you 
have been called to rule. 
May liberty flourish 
throughout your empire under just and equal 
laws, and your government be strong in the af­ 
fections of all who live under it. 
And I pray God to have your majesty in His 
holy keeping.

Urner arrested E. L. Harper, vice president 
of the Fidelity bank; Ammi Baldwin, cashier, 
aud B. J . Hopkins, assistant cash if)* of the 
same bank, under section 5029, revised stat­ 
utes. 
The warrants were sworn out by Bank 
Examiner Eugene Powell Harper is charged 
with having issued without authority of th 
directors of the bank certain certificates 
of 
deposit 
amounting

Baldwin with signing a check upon the 
Chemical National bank for $ 50,000 with­ 
out authority of the directors, and Hopkins 
with having issued certificates to the amount 
of $ 300,000. 
They waived examination and 
were bound over to the United States grand 
jury.

win and Hopkins gave $ 10,000 each. 
The 
waiving examination is regarded as a virtual

THE USEFUL TRAVELER’S TREE. 


It Furnishes ltefreslu iien t o f Many (U nde 
to P eople of M a dag asca r. 
A Euroi>ean traveler, on his way from 
the coast of Matlagnaear to the capital, 
Vanarivo, in the interior, had emptied his 
water flask and was suffering 
from 
thirst. 
He asked one of tho natives of 
his party when he should lx? able to ob­ 
tain water. 
“ A ny tim e you like,” wild 
the native, smiling. 
Tho European saw 
no sign of springs of water; hut the na­ 
tives conducted him to a group of tall, 
palm like trees standing in a cluster on 
the edge of the forest, with straight 
trunks and bright green, broad leaves, 
growing from the opposite sides of the 
stalk, and making the tree appear like a 
great fan. 
The white man gazed admir­ 
ingly at the tree. 
“ You think it is a fine 
tree,” said the native, “ hut I will show 
you what it is good for.” 
He pierced the root of one of the leaf 
stems, at a point where it joined the tree, 
with his cpear, whereupon a stream of 
clear water 
spurted out, 
which 
the 
European caught in his water can and 
found 
cool, 
fresh 
and excellent 
to 
drink. 
The party having satisfied their thirst 
and taken a supply, tho native who had 
sjiokeii went on; 
“ This tree, winch is {jooil for us in 
more ways than one; we call the travel­ 
er’s tree.” 
“ But where does the water come from 
that the tree contains? ” asked the white 
man. 
“ Is it taken up from the soil? ” 
“ Oh, no,” said the native. 
“ The 
leaves drink in the rain that falls on 
them, and when it has passed all through 
them it ItGComes very pure and sweet. 
“ And are there many of these trees on 
the island? ” 
“ There are so many that sometimes 
one sees no other trees for a mile, and 
very often we take no provision or water 
when wo travel, became wo know that 
we shall find the tra vele/s tree.” 
“ And you say there are other things 
tliat they aro good for? ’ ’ 
The native answered by asking another 
question. 
“ Do you remember,” he said, “ the 
village that we passed through this morn­ 
ing, with its wooden huts roofed over 
with leaves? Those huts were made of 
nothing but the traveler’s tree. 
The 
wood splits easily, but makes tough 
planks for floors, and the walls of the 
houses are made of bark. 
“ With the branches we make the 
rafters, and the leaves cover the roof, 
But tliia is not all that the good tree does, 
We are coming soon to a village whose 
|K?ople I know, and I will show you 
more.” 
The native was eager in his haste to 
show to the traveler what the tree had in 
store for him, and the European, for his 
imrt, felt no little curiosity. 
They ar­ 
rived soon at the village, and the guide 
conducted the traveler to the hut of a 
friend, who received them very hospit­ 
ably and soon spread a meal for them. 
First he placed upon a sort of a table a 
spread made of some vegetable substance, 
very light and pretty; then he set lx*fore 
his guests two drinking vessels of a ma­ 
terial which the white man did not rec­ 
ognize, and then he gave them two uten­ 
sils, which, although rude in shape, 
served in the stead of knife and fork. 
In the midst of the table he placed a 
large bowl, filled with cream of very ap­ 
petizing appearance. 
In another vessel 
there was a quantity of oil, with almonds 
floating upon it. 
“ Before we begin,” said the guide, “ I 
must tell you what I pwnised. 
Every­ 
thing that there is upon this table comes 
from the traveler’s tree. 
You see this 
table cloth? 
It is made of the fibers of 
the leaves of the tree. 
“ lliese drinking cups, these plates, 
these knives are made of the wood or the 
bark of the tree. 
What you take to be 
the sream is a dish made of the seeds of 
the tree, nounded up with meal and 
mixed with a kind of milk drawn from 
the trunk of the tree.

“ The view from Mount Washington ” 
pny.i my guide Irnok, with pardonable en­ 
thusiasm. • ‘is incomparably grand. " A n 
matter of fact, it is a g« x^l view, hut etili 
quite comparable, and not good enough 
in proba tion to tho elevation. 
You an* 
at the same height as on the top of tho 
Rigi; hut oh, what a difference! 
Mount 
Washington towers as the actually high­ 
est peak anywhere around; whereas the 
Rigi stands a mere observatory in the 
center of a girdle of mountains all in­ 
finitely grander and nobler than itself. 
I 
don’t want to make » ‘odorous” compari­ 
sons about the incomparable; I merely 
mean that, all' things considered, the 
view from tho American mountain is not 
quite so fine as one. might naturally have 
expected it to be tor its height above sen 
level. 
For one thing, there is little or no 
water in sight, only a stray lake or two, 
shimmering, pond like,* in the remoter dis­ 
tance. 
No near tarns, as in the deep 
coinlx« of Snowdon; no sea, as from Ben 
Nevis and Ilelvellyn; no winding meres, 
as when one looks down on Lucerne and 
Zurich; rather a tumultuous mob of 
surging mountains like the serried ranks 
of the Deeside hills from top of the Locli- 
n agar. 
Still, I will frankly admit it is a mag­ 
nificent prospect in its own way. 
West­ 
ward, through tho faint blue haze, the 
Camel’s hump and the Green mountains 
of Vermont loom indistinctly on 
the 
cloudy horizon. 
Eastward, the other 
great jieaks of the presidential range— 
J eiferson, 
Adams. 
Madison—rising to 
alxwe the limit of tri*eH and with their 
gaunt l» aro summits of ltxwo strewn 
bowlders remind me more of Cader Idris 
end of the Condon, near Toulon, than of 
any other masses I have seen anywhere. 
Southward, the more wooded and round­ 
ed tops of Kearsarge and its giant neigh- 
lx>rs recall rather St. Catherine’s peak 
nnd the Blue mountains of J amaica.—

Im p o r ta n t A rrha » olog loa l D isco very . 
At the state department I read the 
manuscript report of M. Bissinger, our 
consul at Beyrout, Syria, announcing an 
iuqwirtant archaeological discovery, which 
has causisi a great sensation in Sedan, a 
town of 12.000 people, on the east shore 
of the Mediterranean. 
It seems that re­ 
cently a shaft thirty feet square and 
from thirty-live to forty feet deep was 
discovered one mile out of town. Cleared 
of the earth this shaft led into a rock 
chamber, where at the present time more 
than sixteen lx*autiful and jierfectly 1 ire- 
served sarcophagi have been found. These 
are a clay white marble, save one, which 
is of black marble, 
having a peaked 
shaped lid. 
The marble is highly ih>1- 
ished, and some of the sarcophagi are 
wonderfully carved and very beautiful. 
They show in Itas relief lions’ heads, 
eagles, horses, centaurs, men, eie. Some 
are painted, and others have inscriptions. 
One is a Greek temple. 
Some are cut of 
solid blocks. 
They are supposed to lx*- 
long to the Egvpto Phoenician typo of 
art, and are very ahcient.—Fuller Walker 
in Kansas C'itv Journal. 


“ The Q ueen’« P ip e.“ 
In the center of the tobacco ware­ 
houses at the London docks there is an 
immense kiln, which is kept continually 
burning, day and night, anil goes by the 
name of the queen’s tobacco pipe. 
The 
English government has a different way 
yf treating confiscated articles than that 
m usi* in this country, one of them being 
to utilize them as fuel for what is termed 
the queen’s smoking. 
Whenever mer­ 
chandise is seized 
for nonpayment of 
duty, or because it is considered under 
the law jus in a damaged or unsalable 
condition, it is taken to this great kiln 
and burned there, the owners having no 
remedy. 
Tho only utilization that is 
made of these seizures is from the sale of 
the ashes from the furnace, which, to 
the amount of a great many tons a 
month, are sold by auction to chemical 
works, and to farmers and others to be 
used in enriching the soil. 
There is a 
similar hut smaller queen’s tobacco pipe 
in the government tobacco warehouses 
at Liverpool, these two forming the 
points of destruction for all confiscated 
merchandise in the United Kingdom.— 
Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 


DIcken» a« a n A ctor. 
Carlyle referred to Dickens as an actor, 
having seen him ’ in one of his amateur 
performances. 
He gave it as his opinion 
that Dickens’ genius was essentially his­ 
trionic and mimetic; that with his faculty 
of keen and minute observation, his 
general alertness of mind and body, his 
mobile power of gesture and expression, 
he had all the requisites of a successful 
actor, anil that had lie lived at a great 
period of the drama, in the Elizabethan 
age for instance, his genius would have 
found its appropriate outlet on the stage. 
He would have become a popular comic 
actor, writing a humorous piece now 
and then, perhaps, as was the custom of 
such actors in those days. 
But while 
living under different conditions and 
working with his jx?n, his books still re­ 
tained and revealed the native genius of 
their author. 
They had the sustained, if 
rather jerky, liveliness, the 
pleasant 
tricks and mannerisms of humorous por­ 
traiture upon the stage. 
He was, in 
short, a born actor.—The Athenaeum.

THE ART OF EMBALMING. 


H o w flo ille« o f Lite D**a« l A r c P r e s e r v e d 
f o r F u t u r e G e n e r a t i o n » . 
Raid n reporter to a pro minent u nder­ 
tak er the other day ; “ I sapjx >se this 
warm weather will cau se y o u t«> get out 
y o u r refrigerato rs?” 
“ W< ]!. it wo u ld a few y ears ago. hu t 
no w, y o u 
know, wr> nev er u se ice for pre­ 
serving a Ixxlj 
ex cept m a few cases 
where the 
friends o r relativ es o bject to 
our embalming it.” 
, 
“ That is more expensive, tho u gh, is it 
not? ” 
“ Oh, no; the cost is about the same 
and the trouble is much less. 
Now, you 
see. in using ice we have a big box to 
carry around, and where we have three 
or four cases at the same time we would 
Ik* obliged to ha ve several coolers, but la­ 
the new way of preserving here is all we 
have to carry,” and he hud his hand on 
what looked like a sample case, such as 
is ordinarily canied by a liquor salesman. 
On opening the cast* it bore a striking 
resemblance to a surgeon’s ease, excep t 
that on one side there were three quart 
bottles filled witfi milky looking fiuids. 
The instruments consisted of a small 
knife, a lancet such as is used by physi­ 
cians in “ tapping,” and a syringe with a 
great variety of nozzles. ‘ ‘This, ’ said ttfe 
undertaker," picking up the syringe, “ is 
the principal thing used, and the nozzles 
are used in just as many ways as there 
are nozzles. Now we use this nozzle when 
we do not intend to do a regular job of 
embalming, but simply to preserve t)ie 
body a day or two, and it is used for 
injecting the fluid into the stomach. This 
is for a hyjxxlermic injection, this for a 
vein, this for an artery and this is used 
for what we call inflating. That is, if the 
person lias buen sick a long time and is 
very thin in the face, we insert this in 
the face under the ear and force a certain 
fluid into the face to give it a round ap­ 
pearance.” 
“ Then I understand that it is not neces­ 
sary to tilt the veins and arteries in order 
to preserve a txxly for a few days? ” 
“ Not by any means. 
Of course it de­ 
pends very much on the condition of tin* 
body when given into our hands, hut or­ 
dinarily we inject into the stomach nnd 
intestines and into the head through the 
nose and earn. In a thorough job, where 
the lxKly has to he kept a number of days 
in warm weather, we fill the arteries, and 
in case of the sudden death of a vigorous 
person we usually have to draw out the 
blood first. 
This we are obliged to do 
while the body is warm, but we do not 
inject the embalming fluid till the animal 
warmth has left the laxly.” 
“ IIow long will a Ixxly retain its natural 
ap{x?aranoo tliat has lx*en thoroughly 
treated? ” 
“ I can hardly say, 
Ail the way from 
one year to ten or even more, nnd I ex­ 
pect if I embalmed a Ixxlv just to see 
liow long I could keep it, it would keep 
till it was destroyed by outside agencies. 
I have remove» ! lxxlii*s that have been 
buried three or four years that were per­ 
fect, only they were covered with mold.” 
—Rochester Herald. 


Mon key» a« Tra ck Inspector» . 
Near a place called Niddivunda there is 
a largo tope which is well known to lx* 
infested with a host of monkeys. Having 
no other mode of occupying their dull 
hours, they are lx?nt upon trying to de­ 
stroy the railroad track on the Tambur 
line, it would appear that these animals, 
alxmt fifty or sixty, form themselves into 
two companies; they range themselves 
systematically, one-half on one rail and 
the other lialf on the other. 
They begin 
by first removing the earth from the 
sides of tho rails. 
Then they arrive at 
the difficulty of nuts and bolts, which, 
though they examine them very minutely, 
they cannot get over. 
On the approach 
of the up or down train, they will wait 
till the engine is within a few yards, 
when, with the utmost coolness, they 
simply jump on one side till the train has 
passed, and then resume their work. 
A remarkable instance occurred on one 
of these occasions. 
As an engine was ap­ 
proaching, the monkeys made their usual 
jumps, with the exception of one, who 
persisted in remaining on the line, the 
engine by this time being very near. Five 
or six monkeys, seeing the danger due of 
their number was in, made a sudden rush 
and draggl’d him off, some laying hold of 
him by the tail, others by the legs; they 
saved him.* They aro now styled the 
Niddivunda gangmen by the guanls and 
drivers.—The Christian at Work. 


C ounterfeiting Old Cremona« . 
To such a great extent is counterfeiting 
and expertiHg carried on that fully half 
the so-called Cremonas are spurious, being 
inferior instruments, doctored anil altered. 
There was one expert in New York who 
had a number of tickets printed on dingy 
paper with the names of prominent mak­ 
ers, whicli he placed in all sorts of instru­ 
ments and sold with a guarantee. 
They say that a violinist can detect a 
rare instrument by its tone, which can 
not be imitated. 
The appearance can lx? 
imitated, hut not the tone, it lias often 
been declared. 
There is even a way of 
deceiving the ear by thinning the wood 
of the breast underneath the bridge. The 
purchaser looks only at the thickness of 
the wood, indicated by the f. f. holes, 
and the tones being responsive will lead 
him to believe the violin an old and rare 
instrument. 
But it will deteriorate with 
time.—St. Louis Republican.
